Boil together a mixture of two parts of 
verdigris, one part of cream of tartar, and 
eight parts of spring-water, until reduced 
to one half; then strain through cloth, and 
bottle for use.—Gold Ink is made by mix- 
ing finely-divided gold-leaf, or Dutch 
metal, with thin gum-water. The writing, 
when dry, may be burnished.—Blue Ink—- 
Two drachms of Prussian blue, one ditto 
of raw sienna, a little gum powdered, and 
all these ingredients put into half a pint of 
rain-water. To remain twenty-four hours ; 
then to be well shaken, and all bottled off. 
This makes a pretty and useful ink, wash- 
ing out of clothes, &c., without injury, 
should it be spilt over them.

As far as I can recol- 
lect, the French National Guards received very little attention from 
us—and certainly none at all of a public nature; while here, the 
courteousness of persons 1n the highest official situations has been 
prominently flattering—in spite of the sneering desertion of his 
countrymen by my Lord Brougham. The Marquis of Normanby, 
like a true Englishman, takes a very different view of the entire 
matter. 

On Monday evening all Paris crowded itself into the Théatre de 
la Nation (the Académie Royale), to witness the first representa- 
tion of Meyerbeer’s “‘ Prophéte.” 

The following are the historical facts as given in the libretto :— 

‘* 1530. The Anabaptists desolated Germany in the name of God. 

‘1634. Fanaticism had never produced such frenzy. All the 
peasants believed themselves prophets, and, unable to read or 
write, imagined that they were called on to massacre without pity 
the enemies of the Lord. They were the most numerous and 
powerful in Westphalia, then the most unlettered part of the 
country. They took possession of the city of Munster, whence 
they expelled the bishop. They endeavoured to establish the 
theocracy of the Jews, and professed to be governed by God alone; but 
their principal prophet, one Matthew, having been killed, a journey- 
man tailor, named John of Leyden, proclaimed that God had 
anointed him King. The pomp of his coronation was magnificent. 
Monarch and prophet in one, he sent out twelve apostles, who 
announced his reign throughout Lower Germany, proclaiming the 
community of women and men. This monarch had one virtue— 
valour. He defended Munster against the bishop for a whole year 
with intrepid courage. He was at last taken with arms in his hands 
by treachery.” 

‘The crane persone embraced all the vocal and ballet force of 
the company. The following are the principal pieces :—A trio in 
the first act for two basses and a tenor, ‘ Iterum ad salutares 
undas,’”’ which runs through the opera like the choral in ‘‘ The 
Huguenots.” Itisachant sung by three Anabaptist preachers. 
The theme is most artistically developed in a chorus, and the effect 
was most imposing. A duet between Viardot and Castellan, ‘‘ Un 
jour dans les flots de la Meuse,” very quaint and beautiful. A most 
admirable trio, two basses and a tenor, capitally rendered by Levas- 
seur, Bremont, and Guinmeer, ‘‘ Sous votre Banniére.” A duet in 
G minor, by Viardot and Castellan, ‘‘ Pour garder a ton fils.” A 
duct in A flat, minor, between Roger and Mme. Viardot, * Ma 
Mére.” ‘he accompaniments of this duet admirably describe the 
agitation it is meant to convey. The double chorus, ‘‘ Domine 
salvum fac regem nostram prophetam,” in the fourth act, is 
grandiose. The fourth act is a chef-d’euvre. Meyerbeer knew 
well that great things were expected from him, and, although his 
chorus in the first act clearly proved he had a vast store of the few 
sacré, still he lashed himself for the great expectation, and came 
out triumphant. Mme. Viardot was enthusiastically hailed as a 
tragedian in this act: every look and gesture drew plaudits from the 
audience. At the close of it—she was called for, and appeared 
with M. Roger. Mme, Castellan sustained her part with her wonted 
ability. Roger, who appeared at the Grand Opera for the first 
time, was much applauded, and called for after the second act, in 
which there is a magnificent quartet for two tenors and two bisses. 
In the fifth act there is a charming duet and trio, ‘* Loin de la Ville,” 
with most original and effective instrumentation. There is also an 
air for Madame Viardot with a brilliant movement, ‘‘Comme un 
éclair,” in which the high notes of her voice, having been spared 
during the preceding acts, came out magnificently. Altogether it 
is a great success. As to poor Meyerbeer, he was finally driven on 
the stage to be buried in bouquets, Viardot being one of the fore- 
most of the undertakers.

N more than one occasion we have had 
to caution our fair friends with reference to 
the mode of quitting railway carriages. The 
following is a sad instance connected with 
this subject:—An accident, which termi- 
nated fatally, occurred on the Lea-bridge 
station of the North-Eastern Railway. A 
middle-aged woman named Fletcher, wife 
ofa respectable tradesman at Leyton, Essex, 
returning from town, stepped out of the 
carriage before the train had finally stopped. 
It is presumed she lost her balance, and 
her foot caught in the step of the carriage; 
she was thrown under the train, and, when taken up, was found to 
have her arm and her thigh-bone broken, one leg nearly cut off at 
theankle, and her body much lacerated. The poor woman continued 
in great agony, but retained perfect consciousness for something 
more than two hours, when death put an end to her sufferings. 


The Earl of Rosse, the new President of the Royal Society, 
commences a series of four conversaziones this evening, at Somerset- 
house. 


“ Lumqua” (says the sprightly and acute author of “ China 
andthe Chinese”} “is called by Europeans the Sir Thomas 
Lawrence of China, and he well deserves this proud distinction, as 
the colouring of this artist’s oil-paintings is exceedingly fine, 
although his ideas of female beauty differ materially from our own. 
In the course of conversation we asked his opinion of an English 
belle then at Canton, and the reply was completely characteristic 
of a Chinaman’s ideas of female beauty ; her face is too round, she 
has colour in her cheeks, her eyes are too blue, too large; she’s too 
tall, too plump, yi-yaw; her face talks (meaning the countenance 
was expressive); and she has feet so large that she can walk upon 
them. In Lumqua’s atélier we saw many portraits, both of Euro- 
peans and Chinese, many of which were excellent likenesses, and, 
although deficient in light and shade, were executed in a most 
masterly manner.”’

We all know the French proverb about “ working for the 
King of Prussia,’’ 7. e., giving your labour for nothing. This old 
saw expresses pretty accurately the actual position of the German 
Parliament. For along time the majority in that assembly have 
been making unprecedented exertions to prevail upon the German 
people to take the King of Prussia for their emperor, and, just at 
the moment wken their wish appears to be on the eve of realization, 
the King of Prussia in his own proper person refuses the crown ! 


The East India Company have deposited for a short time, 
at the gardens of the Zoological Society, in the Regent’s-park, a 
flock of Thibetan sheep and lambs, from the mountain district of 
Ladak, which we believe have been imported with the view of 
introducing this fine-wooled variety into the highland counties of 
Scotland and Wales, 


Of the Isle of Man, the Tynwald, or Parliament, consists 
of the lieutenant-governor, as head; the council, containing the 
bishop, the arehdeacon, the yiear-general, the two deemsters, the 
attorney-general, the receiver general, the clerk of the rolls, and 
the water-bailiff; these answer to the House of Lords; and the 
House of Keys, or Taxiaxi, corresponding with the House of 
Commons, and containing twenty-four members. The laws are 
promulgated in Manx and English, in the open air, and till so 
promulgated are not valid. 


Since May, 1844, Mr. Tidd Pratt, the registrar of friendly 
societies in England, has given certificates of exemption from local 
rates to 105 literary and scientific institutions, under the provisions 
of the 6th and 7th Victoria, cap. 36. In only three cases were cer- 
tificates refused to applicants. 


Places of worship exhibit too much of factory-building 
economy, They awaken no reverence. They do not burst upon.

Hull has never been visited, or even approached, by any 
member of the Royal Family since 1795, during the mayoralty of 
Mr, Samuel Standidge. In that year, Tickell says, “An occa- 
sion offered of manifesting his loyalty and attachment to the august 
family upon the throne, which has not oceurred here since the reign 
of King Charles I. His Highness Prince William Frederick of 
Gloucester having passed some time, last winter, in the north as 
commander-in-chief, in the absence of General Scott, on the dth of 
November last, made a visit to this town, where he was received by 
Sir Samuel, in the double capacity of mayor, and warden of the 
Trinity-house, and by the aldermen, elder brethren, and assistants 
of the two corporations, and the principal inhabitants of the town, 
with all the duty and respect due to his elevated rank. After 
reviewing the troops in garrison here, the different corps of volun- 
teers, and a troop of Hanoverian cavalry, then at this place, his 
Highness and his suite, with the officers of the different corps and 
gentlemen of the town, were invited to the mayor’s house, where a 
magnificent and splendid entertainment was provided, at which the 
royal guest was most sumptuously treated.” 


As Maria Theresa of Austria (says Sir R, M. Keith) sat in 
her chair, she inclined her head back, and seemed inclined to 
slumber. One of her women arranged the cushions round her 
dying sovereign, and asked, in a whisper, if her Majesty would 
compose herself to sleep. ‘ No,’’ said the Empress, raising herself, 
‘I could sleep, but Death is too near, and I must not Jet him stea! 
upon meinthat way. I have been preparing for his approach these 
fifteen years, and I am resolved to look him in the face without fear 
or horror.’’ And she did so; for she ordered her physician to give 
her notice aloud when death was at hand, and she employed her 


parting breath in thanking Heaven, and blessing her people and 
her children.

The total quantity of grain, meal, and 
flour remaining in warehouse under bond, on the 31st of January, 
1849, was 1,503,725 quarters. 


Only one thing (says M. Guizot, in his address to the 
electors) is now important to France—that the party of Order shall 
be organized. Organized, it will have an immense deal to do: no 
one can say all that it may have to do ; but what it has todo now 
is to organize itself. Everybody says that, but I fear that many 
among those who say it are far from seeing what the words mean 
and command. 


The village of Spott stands near the foot of Doon-hill, an 
eminence celebrated as the position of General Leslie, the com- 
mander of the Covenanters, who were beaten by Oliver Cromwell 
in Broxmouth-park, on the 3rd of September, 1650. John Kells, 
minister of Spott, was convicted of the unnatural murder of his 
wife, Margaret Tomson. Mammon had gained ascendency over 
the clergyman’s heart, and he imagined that, by getting rid of his 
wife, he might make a more advantageous match. During the 
winter months there is only a few minutes’ interyal in the services 
in country parishes, and during this time it was that Kells accom- 
plished the deed, while the servant was absent. ris lady had 
been confined to the manse by illness, when, between sermons, 
Kells went out and strangled his wife with towels (Sept. 24, 1570). 
After this he locked the door in the inside, and made his exit bya 
back window. Kells afterwards felt all the pangs of « a mind 
diseased; ’’ but he could not “ pluck from his heart the rooted 
sorrow,’’ which tormented him with fearful dreams. He was con- 
fined to his bed, and during his sickness Mr. Simpson, minister of 
Dunbar, called to attend him. Simpson, a man of acute under- 
standing, at once penetrated into the depths of his remorse, and 
had no hesitation in applying tohim the language of Nathan unto 
Dayid, ‘‘ Thou art the man!” This simple accusation struck so 
deeply into the murderer’s heart that he made instant confession 
of the horrible circumstance. Kells was removed to Edinburgh, 
where he was tried and executed. 


Baron Platt is fond of his jest. A witness at the Central 
Criminal Court, in describing his marriage, stated that the prisoner 
acted as father at the marriage, at least he had heard so. (A laugh. 
Baron Platt asked if he (witness) was not present at his own 
marriage? (Laughter.) The witness said he. was. (Renewed 
laughter.) 


There has been discovered on Mount Olympus, in Asia 
Minor, a plant, of which the botanical name is unknown. The 
stalk and leaves resemble thyme; the flowers, those of lavender. 
After a number of experiments, it has been found that a decoction 
of this plant has the power of producing reaction in the stage of 
collapse in cholera, or to arrest the diarrhea and sickness ; in fact, 
to bring about the most satisfactory results. This plant, which is 
affirmed to be atrue specific against cholera, is known by the name 
of ‘ zhorabia.”” Lord Ponsonby, in a letter to his brother, the 
Bishop of Derry, states that, to his own knowledge, dissolved cam- 
phor proved to bea certain eure for cholera, both at Paris and in 
Germany; and, if taken in time, the cure is generally effected 
before it is possible to procure a physician—that is, in less than an 
hour. 


Not five per cent. of the whole population have had the 
forecast to perform the most important duty that devolves upon 
all men, namely, assuring their lives, Scareely two per cent. of the 
population of the entire kingdom have done so. This is the more 
remarkable and unaccountable, since the death of every thousand 
persons in the middle and lower ranks of life, who have not assured 
their lives, leaves at least 4000 women and children in poverty, if 


not in absolute penury, who might otherwise be left in comparative 
affluence. 


The great exposition of arts and manufactures which 
takes place in Paris every five years will be opened early next 
month, and continue so throughout June. The building itself is 
an elegant architectural and commodious one, erected for the 
especial purpose, and is nearly finished.

born at sea, 126: making a total of 59,011.

THE LONDON FEVER HOSPITAL, ISLINGTON. 
We have much gratification in presenting our subscribers with 
a view lof the Lonpon Fever Hosrirat, Liverpoon-roap, 
IsuinGTon, which will replace the Fever Hospital, King’s- 
cross, about to be pulled down, the site having been purchased 
by one of the principal railway companies for a terminus. 
Much opposition was made by the inhabitants of Islington to 
the site chosen for the new hospital—and not without reason ; 
for, assuredly, crowded localities are exceedingly inappropriate 
and unfit for sanatory establishments of any kind; and most 
so for those in which fever is the malady under treatment. 

As to the building itself, it deserves the highest eulogium 
for its completeness in all respects, and the great taste of its 
architect, C. Fowler, Esq. The appearance of the locality is 
also greatly improved—for now we have a handsome and most 
useful edifice, in lieu of a collection of low cattle-sheds. The 
first stone was laid by the president, the Earl of Devon, last 
June, and it was completed in the present year. The cost is 
estimated at about £15,000.

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 


Rattway Fraups. — Four individuals concerned in 
fraudulent practices that have recently been discovered on the 
branch of the York, Newcastle, and Berwick Railway, between 
Newcastle and Tynemouth, were brought up at the police court, 
Newcastle, last week, and, after a lengthened examination, were 
committed for trial at the sessions on a charge of felony. 


Fatat AFFRAY WITH PoacHeErs. — Last week an 
encounter (says a Manchester paper) took place between a band of 
poachers and the keepers of the Earl of Crawford and Balcarres. 
It appears that Peter Nelson and his brother James, two of the 
noble earl’s keepers, were going their usual round about two o’clock 
in the morning. Before they had proceeded as far as that portion 
of his lordship’s estate called ‘‘ Longhurst,’ a wood not far distant 
from Haigh Foundry, James, the younger brother, saw a dog run- 
ning, which circumstance he pointed out to his brother, who had a 
double-barrelled gun with him, both barrels of which were loaded; 
thinking that the dog was trespassing, and might get into further 
mischief, he shot at and killed the dog. After this they proceeded 
a little further, and saw four or five men in the road coming 
Enda 3 them, A conflict ensued, in which one of the poachers was 
killed, 


Fricgurrup Crimes at THORPE-JUXTA-WAINFLEET. 
On the bank of the Limb, a side drain communicating with the 
Steeping river, and about a mile from the village of Thorpe, isa 
farm, known by the name of “ Firsby Clough,” at which resides a 
small farmer named William Ward, occupying about sixty acres of 
land under Mr. Careby, and being in addition the owner of upwards 
of twenty acres in the vicinity. His family in the house consisted 
of his wife, a comely woman, fifty-one years of age; his only son, 
aged twenty-six; and a maid-servant, Susannah Bogg, in her nine- 
teenth year, who had been in their service about five months. The 
son, John Ward, had for some time paid great attention to Susannah, 
who is a good-looking girl, belonging to Wainfleet All Saints, and 
had offered to marry her. His suit did not prosper, and he subse- 
quently became enraged, and used violence towards the poor girl; 
and followed this up by shooting his own mother, on her remon- 
strating with him. The girl fortunately escaped, so as to give an 
alarm; and the murderer’s father (who appeared but little affected 
at the awful event) went himself for the constable of Thorpe, 
Matthew Mawer, and gave him in charge. Mawer conveyed him 
the same evening to Spilsby, where he was examined before the 
Rev. T. H. Rawnsley, and remanded. On Wednesday (last week) 
Mr. Rawnsley personally visited the spot, and examined witnesses. 
The prisoner was again remanded until Monday,—when he was 
fully committed for trial for the wilful murder of his mother. The 
prisoner is a slight-built, fair-complexioned man, about five feet 
five inches in height;, he was mot addicted to drink, and was 
reckoned rather an industrious man in his avocation, He has the 
character, however, of a most violent temper and malicious 
disposition. 

Fricurrut Arrempr at Surcips.—Jane Castles, 
aged thirty-one, residing at No. 5, Somer’s-town-terrace, St. Pan- 
cras, about one o’clock on Monday anorning, threw herself out of 
the window in a paroxysm of insanity, and was literally impaled on 
the spikes of the area palisade, several of which entered her right 
side. She was immediately extricated from her dreadful situation, 
and conveyed in a.cab to the University College Hospital, where it 
was found that many of her ribs were broken, and she had received 
other such severe injuries as to render her recovery an apparent 
impossibility. 

Suicipes.—On Monday an inquest was held upon the 
body of William Daniels, aged fifty-eight, bootmaker, Water-lane, 
Blackfriars, who destroyed himself by taking laudanum, his mind 
being disturbed by reverses in business and the unkind treatment 
of some of his children.

Fires.—A fire, attended with very destructive conse- 
quences, broke out on Saturday morning last, between one and 
two o’clock, on the premises of Mr. Gadsby, a large printing-office, 
situate in Bouverie-street, Fleet-street. The flames burst forth 
from one of the first-floor windows, and in a few moments the 
entire building, consisting of three stories and the basement, were 
ina blaze. A large quantity of paper Was Contained in the upper 
stories, and the fire proceeded with great rapidity. The premises 
of Mr. Gadsby consist of two divisions—the machine and composing 
departments, and a party wall being between them gaved the 
machine-room from sharing the fate of the composing-rooms, 
which, with their contents, were totally destroyed. By great 
exertions the fire was confined to the premises where it 
originated; but the loss is estimated at about £0000. It is said 
that a boy who slept on the premises was not aware of his danger 
until actually aroused from his sleep by the eruption of the fire into 
his room. He escaped by the roof. Several larks, which were 
suspended in cages from the windows of the adjacent houses, 
deceived by the unnatural light, commenced their matin songs. 
The property was insured. 


Desrructive Fire. ar Liverpooui, — On Saturday 
afternoon last, about half-past eleven o’clock, a fire broke out in a 
large cotton warehouse at Liverpool, and in less than two hours, so 
rapid was the progress of the flames, the entire building, together 
with its contents, which consisted of about 800 bales, was destroyed. 


IRELAND. 
The second trial of Mr. Charles Gavan Duffy has shared 


the fate of the former one, and it appears that a concordant jury is 
not to be got in the city of Dublin—by the ordinary mode of pro- 
cedure at least—in his particular case. On Friday night (last 
week) the twelve ‘‘good men and true’”’ were under lock and key, 
without supper or refreshment, but on Saturday morning were 
reported to have made no approximation to agreement. They were 
just evenly divided, six being for convicting and six for acquitting 
the prisoner. Thus matters stood up to two o’clock on Saturday 
afternoon, when they were discharged, in consequence of one of the 
number being taken seriously ill. Immediately on the trial having 
arrived at this termination, and the jury having been dismissed, an 
application was made for the discharge of Mr. Duffy. After some 
discussion between counsel and the bench this applivation was also 


acceded to, Mr. Duffy being bound over to appear whenever called 
upon in his own recognizances, and that of two sufficient sureties 


in £500 each.

BERLIN.—DIvoRCE OF PRINCE ALBRECHT AND THE PRINCESS 
Mary oF THE NETHERLANDS.—The sentence of divorce between 
these illustrious parties, whose unhappy marriage has so long been 
the theme of discussion, was pronounced by the legal tribunal on 
the 28th of March. The divorce was demanded by the Prince on 
the ground of insuperable aversion. As all trials of divorce were 
to be decided by the Lower Tribunal after the Ist of April the pro- 
ceedings were conducted with extreme haste. The Princess 
demanded large damages, but this was refused by the court, and 
the Prince is to have charge of the children. The Princess is now 
at the Hague. She hrs sold her fine estate of Camencz, in Silesia, 
and has not been able to obtain permission to return to Prussia. 
So soon as circumstances will admit of it the Princess intends to 
go to Italy, to take up her residence there.

In Vienna much satisfaction had, by the most recent accounts, 
been expressed at the departure of General Welden for Hungary, 
great confidence being felt in his appointment to command the 
Imperial forces in that country.

It consists of two columns, 
representing porphyry, and adorned with a pallium, em- 
broidered as it were with lace; while it is ornamented in the 
margin with medals bearing beautiful figures. 

_ The dicromi, or yellow figures on a black ground, in imita- 
tion of the Etruscan vases, are now most admired in scagliola 
work, and, as the art is one easy of attainment, we shall describe 
it:—Having procured a piece of sycamore of the desired size

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR 


Owen Tudor. A Novel, in 3 vols. By the Author of 
‘«‘ Whitefriars.”” Colburn. 

The style of this novelis notnew. We have passed through 
like scenes and met with like characters before. Redoubtable 
knights have couched their lances to a similar glorification of 
like heroes; much the same dangers have been passed, and 
rewarded much in the same way. Neither style nor matter 
has the newness which the present taste seems to demand. 
Yet, in spite of all this, ‘‘Owen Tudor’’ is an interesting 
novel. It may be said, indeed, that, from beginning to end, 
there are not twenty pages we could wish were left out, as far as 
tedium is concerned, which has rio place in this latest work of 
the author of “ Whitefriars.” On the Welsh mountains, by 
the deathbed of Penmynydd, on the parvis of Notre Dame, or 
in the purlieus of the Boucherie, there is always something 
worthy to be seen and heard; and, while the painting is as 
good as in some of the less vivid romances of Sir Walter Scott, 
we have never to read through a hundred prosy pages to get 
at twenty splendid ones, as in many even of the best novels of 
that great writer. 

But, though “Owen Tudor” will find many readers, it has 
one blemish which its varied and interesting incidents cannot 
redeem: the character of Huéline. Let us admit the propriety 
of painting all sorts of characters, good and bad, we still insist 
that their proper attributes shall be retained; that virtue shall 
not be made to look contemptible, nor vice lovely ; since, in 
reality, and to a true perception, these are not their qualities, 
neither should they belong to them in a romance. The mirror 
should be held up to Nature with no unsteady hand; and, it 
vice makes one of the elements of a heroine, it must loom forth 
in all its deformity. 

Huéline’s vice is, indeed, one of the most common and most 
vulgar which belong to the worst sort of women. Her affection 
for the hero is indulged at the cost of infidelity to her betrothed. 
It is wholly selfish and irrational; yet this woman is extolled 
as a being of ardent genius—of high and noble sympathies; a 
poetess, a2 minstreless, an orator, aud much more. She is 
‘above the weakness of her sex’’ touching the obligations of 
matrimony. In truth, one cannot conceive a more unamiable 
creature, and less fitting to be held up for admiration, though 
this we can hardly suppose was intended. 

Now, if there are women of depraved natures who are still 
highly gifted, which we do not deny, we repeat that, to a true 
perception, there is a meanness and grossness about them which 
repels more than their talents attract. If such characters are 
to be drawn, they must be drawn with this repulsive feature ; 
and, if it cannot be preserved, they ought not to be drawn at 
all. One particular passage in the love-story betwixt Huéline 
and Owen is perfectly offensive; just as gross with the use of 
inuendo as some of those plain-spoken passages that blot the 
pages of our earlier writers. Let it be understood that the 
man or woman who is destitute of self-control is talented and 
magnanimous in vain. In fact, there cannot be magnanimity 
in a person whose reason is subjugated to sensuality, however 
refined, forsooth, it may be. 

How very different would Huéline’s character have been had 
she rather died than erred! If books are to be of use, they 
should inculcate the highest examples of virtue; they should 
stimulate to the sacrifice of everything for a right principle. 
This preserves the mind healthy and vigorous. The supine 
yielding to emotions, no matter what their character, ruins it. 
The one act is that of a being of high attributes; the other is 
that of a beast. Huéline, in truth, is a selfish and degraded 
woman, but in this book she is made to look something like a 
divinity. 

Tnese remarks are meant in the best spirit. We feel annoyed, 
not only for principle’s sake, but for the sake of a pleasant 
book, which has been spoiled by the introduction of this 
woman inthis manner. ‘There are many readers, no doubt 
who will dwell with satisfaction on her history; but these 
should not weigh with an author of talent such as is displayed 
in these three volumes. Is it sufficiently remembered by 
writers that every book which is written—and read—has an 
effect for good or evil on the reader? Has the time gone by, 
or has it not yet come, for such considerations? Must we 
mention the word religion in fear? Imagine a young girl 
perusing the story of a lovely and talented woman surrounded 
by the admiration of friends and enemies; stirring a multitude 
with her eloquence; galvanized by the author into acts of 
generous self-sacrifice, which do not beleng to her in reality; 
breaking her vows of betrothal to one lover to indulge a mean 
and dishonourable infatuation for another ;—what result shall 
we hope? A firmly virtuous mind will throw the volume 
away ; one of vicious inclination may only be confirmed by it 
in vice; but what will the effect be on a waverer? 

As a mere work of art, ‘“‘ Owen Tudor” is a talented pro- 
duction ; its scenes are well described, its characters clearly 
defined, and the events various and pleasing; but, when we 
have said that, we have given it all the praise we can with 
conscience. Let it not be supposed that we would have every 
book written to explain and enforce a moral. Where this has 
been tried, the result has generally proved a work of tedious 
entertainment. Facts, if they are chosen from life, will 
moralize themselves ; but they will do this well or ill according 
to the judgment and care of the author. We demand, then, 
that this judgment and this care shall be exerted, so as to pre- 
vent the publication of anything which will work an injury; 
and, above all things, this is imperative where female virtue is 
concerned, which, not to speak profanely, is that salt of society 
whose savour must be preserved, or the whole will grow 
corrupted.

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 


Handel’s Oratorio, ‘‘ Jephtha,”’ Nos. 10 and 11; also, Nos, 2 and 
3 of Handel’s “Israel in Egypt,” large 8vo., 6d. each part. Edited 
by Vincent Novello; published by J. A. Novello, 69, Dean-street, 
Soho.—We have so often spoken in praise of this admirably-edited 
series of Handel’s works that, if we say the present numbers equal 
their predecessors, we accord them the highest commendation. To 
speak of the works themselves at this day were useless, but of the 
manner of giving them to the musical public is a legitimate theme for 
thereviewer. Had we been appliedto to recommend the fittest person 
to be entrusted with so honourable a task as that of properly placing 
before the public a correct edition of the immortal works of Handel

‘© D’Almaine and Co.’s Royal Standard Instruction-Book for the 
Violin, arranged from the Violin School by Spohr. Price 5s. Pub- 
lished by D’Almaine and Co., 20, Soho-square.—This work will be 
a most welcome aid to teachers as well as to pupils. The great 
work, ‘Spohr’s Violin School,” like most elaborate works, is a 
volume destined to be admired as a standard for reference rather 
than for practical epee The abridged edition now under review 
takes in all, or nearly all, that can be made available for the primary 
instruction of the novice. The simple theoretical rules of music 
are very clearly laid down, and the hints upon bowing will be found 
of great service. In page 18, where the author speaks of tonic and 
dominant chords (we prefer the word harmonies), he says the chord 
of the tonic is formed by adding the third and fifth to the key note. 
This is correct; but he says the chord of the dominant is formed by 
adding the third, fifth, and seventh. This is not correct. With 
the seventh it becomes the harmony of the dominant seventh. The 
harmony of the dominant, as of any other note, is merely the note 
with its third and fifth. Every note of the scale bears its third and 
its fifth, and also may have its seventh added. The peculiarity of 
the harmony of the dominant seventh is, that it has always a major 
third and a minor seventh, which is the case upon no other note of 
the scale but the dominant or fifth.

“The Star of Dunkeld.”’ Ballad. Written by Edward Mordaunt 
Spencer ; composed by G. Herbert Rodwell. Price 2s. ~°Pub- 
lished by E. Ransford, 46, New Oxford-street.—Like all Rodwell’s 
ballads, ‘‘The Star of Dunkeld” shines forth resplendent with 
melody. The words of this song are exceedingly sweet, and appear 
to have inspired the composer with an air of corresponding sweet- 
ness. There are few composers to whom the itinerant musicians 
owe more than to Mr. Rodwell, and we now imagine they will be 
still further indebted for many a valuable note. 

“Songs of Scotland.”” Wood’s Edition. Nos. 25 and 26. Price 6d. 
each part.—This is another of those extraordinarily cheap editions 
which, notwithstanding the smallness of price, possess a vast deal 
of excellence. These two parts contain no less than fifteen songs— 
less than a penny apiece; but the cheapness is not the only recom- 
mendation to the work, for the editorial labour is most ably 
accomplished ; and the notes appended are at once instructive and 
amusing. To all lovers of Scottish song we heartily recommend 
this edition of ‘‘ The Songs of Scotland.”’ 

‘“‘Lord, keep my Memory green.”? The words and music by 
F. W. Bryon. Price 6d. J. A. Novello, 69, Dean-street, Soho.— 
This song, as the title indicates, is founded upon Dickens’s prayer 
in ‘‘ The Haunted Man,” and has been very nicely versified and 
notified by F. W. Bryon. The copy sent us has one or two pen- 
and-ink corrections: we notice this as a proof that the publisher is 


.a man who will not let an error appear in his works if he can help 


it. We have generally found all publications emanating from this 
establishment particularly worthy cf praise for correctness. 

““The Castanet’s Gay Sound,” Serenade. Words by G. W. Bar- 
tholomew; music by Ann 8S. Mounsey. Price 2s. T. E. Purday, 50, 
St. Paul’s-churchyard.—It is some time since we have had to review 
a composition so much to our taste. There is a freshness through- 
out the whole that is very pleasing. We should have preferred 
holding on the harmony of G sharp with the diminished seventh, 
two-thirds of the seventh bar, page 3, and then have gone to the A 
in the bass, and falling to the C in the treble merely for the last 
third of the bar. We think this would have improved the singing 
effect of the accompaniment, as well as added effect to the voice; 
but it is a charming song. 

‘“‘The Chamois Hunters.’’ Composed by John Barratt. D’AI- 
maine and Co., Soho-square.—This composition may be used either 
as a song or duet, but we prefer it as a duet. There is a good deal 
of pleasing melody about it, if no great originality. The word 
chamois, it intended to beEnglish, should be divided by the com- 
poser into three syliables—cha-mo-is, the 7 s pronounced as nearly 
like double E, or E in the word me. Well sung, this would be an 
effective duet. 

“‘ Oberon Polka,” from Loder’s opera of ‘* Robin Goodfellow.”’ 
Arranged by Herr Kronin. Price 2s. D’Almaine and Co., Soho- 
square.—The air was originally sung, very effectively, by Charles 
Braham ; and now, inthe form of a polka, will doubtless obtain a 
renewed life of Terpsichorean popularity. It is very well arranged, 
and will produce a most foot-stirring effect. 

‘The Sea Serpent Polka.”” Composed by Ellen Glascock. 
Price 3s, Published by S. H. Webb, No. 33, Soho-square.—We 
must confess, when we saw the name, we almost feared to tackle 
with this polka, doubting whether we should ever come to the 
end; and, in truth, we never did. If young ladies will publish, 
they should not do so until they have been well instructed in the 
theory of music. Some of the best bars are in the introduzione ; 
but an introduction of three pages is quite out of place to a polka. 
The bass of the very first bar of the polka should have been G, 
notD; but we cannot spare time to go through all the errors. We 
should have to “ reform it altogether.” 

“The German Hunting Poika;” “ The Sailor’s Polka.”— 
Really, if such a rapid succession of polkas start up like ghosts 
before us, we shall have to exclaim, with Macbeth, “Ill see no 
more.’ These two polkas are composed by C.A. Caspar, price 2s. 
each, published by S H. Webb, 33, Soho-square. They are each 
both ‘* short and sweet;”’ very nicely put together, and very dance- 
able. We hope, in mercy, the publishers will send us no more 
polkas. The imcessant two semiquavers, followed by three 
quavers, which in their turn are succeeded by two more semi- 
quavers handing in three more quayers, become quite killing. Just 
as we had written this line, what should stare us in the face but 
‘The Gipsy Polka!’’ composed by J. W. Cherry. This polka is 
very lively and effective, and will doubtless become a favourite.

ASSOCIATION FOR PROMOTING THE FREE 
EXHIBITION OF MODERN ART. 
GALLERY, HYDE-PARK-CORNER. 

[Second Notice.] 

On our first visit to this most interesting exhibition, the room 
was so crowded with visitors that it was next to impossible to give 
anything like a perfect idea of the numerous clever pictures which 
it contains ; but we then pointed out such as we could get a glance 
at, and expressed our great delight at the exhibition in general, and 
the progress most of its members have so rapidly made in their 
individual walks of art. Our second visit to the institution has 
more than realized our first impression; and we have been able to 
discover many excellent productions, which, as we have already 
stated, we had not an opportunity of previously seeing, from the 
overcrowded state of the apartment, Independent of many first- 
rate leading subjects of great interest, this society is very rich in 
small cabinet pictures, both in landscapes and figures. Among the 
former we may notice many of great beauty by Oliver, Percy, and 
others. Mr. Oliver generally chooses his subjects from the sunny 
climes of Italy, and paints them with a bold and artistic hand. Mr. 
Percy, again, takes our own happy England, and wanders about 
among its wildest heaths. He is remarkably successful in depicting 
the tone and character of the scenery, which is so true to Nature 
that it gives a peculiar charm to all this clever artist’s works. 

No. 13. ‘ Cottage Interior—Dolgelly, North Wales,’ R. Brandard, 
is.a_ beautiful and exquisitely-finished subject. The picturesque 
cottage, with all the details, is in perfeet keeping, and particularly 
the effect of light from the chimney is mosi artistically managed. 

No. 430. ‘ Old-hall Mill, Biddulph, Staffordshire,’ F. W. Hulme. 
The trees, in this subject, are well painted; but there is a want of 
harmony in the whole which destroys the general effect. 

No. 424. ‘ Portrait of Captain Thellusson, of the 12th Royal 
Lancers,’ Alfred Corbould. Clever equestrian portrait. The 
military seat of the gallant captain is good; and the painting, 
particularly of the horse, is worthy of Landseer. 

No. 48. ‘ Rugged Pastures,’ S. R. Percy. One of this artist’s 
pictures to which we have before alluded in general terms, but one 
of his largest productions. The sky in this picture is very 
cleverly painted ; as is, indeed, the whole subject. Nothing could 
be finer or more truthful than the lurid light on the trees from the 
threatening clouds; and the social smoke from the distant gipsy 
tent is most happily introduced. 

No. 103. ‘ Yorick and the Grisette,’ J. E. Lauder. In this 
subject we have good drawing and some fine colouring; and the 
details of the picture are carefully attended to. The faces, 
however, are not so much to our mind: they want finish and 
expression. 

No. 115. ‘ A Sibyl,’ J. F. Houlston. This is a fine study of a 
head. The drawing and colouring are both good; but it wants 
texture, and is generally too flat. 

No. 126. ‘Hay Barge running for Sheerness,’ J. S. Robins. 
This clever artist has several subjects of this class, and they are 
all remarkable for their freshness and truth. 

No. 132. ‘ Funeral of King Henry VII., in Westminster Abbey,’ 
E.A Goodall. A large andimportant picture. The architectural 
detail is most carefully and beautifully painted, as well as the 
grouping and diawing of the figures. ‘The effect of light and shade 
is also most artistically managed, and the whole subject reflects the 
highest credit on this young and talente:i artist. 

No. 197. ‘ The Golden Age,’ Willes Maddox. The drawing and 
colouring of this subject are exquisitely beautiful. We should have 
liked to have seen a little more life and intelligence in the principal 
figure. The secondary one possesses both, and is charmingly 
painted. 

No. 271. ‘ Digging for Bait in Pegwell Bay,’ W. Hemsley. The 
boy standing up is well painted, and is evidently a study from 


nature. The other portions of the picture are not quite as satis- 
factory. : 
No. 275. ‘Columbus,’ J. E. Lauder. This is a very superior 


production in every respect.

The artist who devotes his time to such pictures as this is deserving 
of every encouragement. It is by far the highest order of the 
painter’s art, and requires a knowledge and perseverance which in 
our day seldom meets with the reward it merits. In this subject 
the artist has shown consummate skill in the grouping and 
arrangement of the whole composition ; the drawing and colouring 
are also most masterly, particularly in the female in the foreground; 
and the group immediately to the left of St. John is also most 
artistically introduced.

Victor Emmanuel, the young King of Sardinia, commands 
the sympathies of the orderly and reasonable liberals of Europe. 
His father, Charles Albert, vanauished by his foreign opponent, 
the Austrian general, Radetsky, and unable to control his tur- 
bulent subjects, hastily descended from his throne, and left the 
dangerous distinction of king, under such circumstances, to the 
inexperienced but popular Prince. 

The critical position of Piedmont, situated between repub- 
lican France and absolute Austria, exposed its inhabitants to 
influences of education and social opinion as distinct and opposite 
as possible, Whilst the executive Government wisely sustained 
the equilibrium between these two adverse parties, the mutual

mistook the wild, fitful glare of republican excesses for the 
steady flame of rational liberty, and trusted himself, in the 


darkness of futurity, among the bogs of hope, to this Jack 
o’ Lantern, who can now express surprise at the bemired con- 
fusion which has resulted in the loss of his crown and country ? 
The adoption by Charles Albert of the extreme liberalism of one 
part of his subjects, gave them an immeasurable advantage over 
their conservative opponents; nor could he afterwards interpose, 
at the peril of his popularity, to stay the moral terrorism 
exerted by a violent faction, whose unrestrained ideas of 
freedom extended to the principle of every one doing as he 
liked, without reference to his neighbour’s convenience. 
Forced conversion to this sottish and selfish enjoyment of 
liberty was the only escape from the punishment of being 
mobbed. ‘Thus it was a public opinion representing really 
only one half, and that the most vile and ignorant, of the popu- 
lation of Piedmont, became paramount; but, false and forced, 
its value was quickly and sufficiently demonstrated by the 
result of the late short campaign with Austria. The so-called 
national army, when brought in contact with circumstances 
calculated to test its integrity, lost all confidence in itself, and 
speedily broke up and disbanded. A house divided against 
itself, the kingdom of Charles Albert passed away from his 
hands; but, immediately that the discomfiture of the cowardiy 
and ridiculous radicals placed the Government in the hands of 
enlightened and respectable men, it has been seen how soon 
Piedmont assumed again its position among the nations of the 
world, and recovered its political value as a Convenient balance 
between the extreme liberalism of the west and the extreme 
absolutism of the east of Europe. 

Upon Victor Emmanuel, who has taken his father’s place, a 
high and important destiny has devolved. If this generation 
is, according to a high authority, to sce the Continent un. 
crowned or Cossack, the part to be played by the King of Sar- 
dinia will determine; if not the actual result, the celerity or 
otherwise of the momentous operation. Most of the great 
events that must happen will form part of his history; and it 
must be matter of some congratulation that his personal cha- 
racter gives promise of an honourable performance of any 
great public duty which may devolve upon him. In the last 
disastrous engagement with the Austrian troops, Victor 
Emmanuel commanded a division of his father’s army, and had 
no less than three horses shot under him. His brother, also, 
fighting by his side, was wounded. Conduct like this in the 
field divests defeat of all dishonour, and succeeded in invest- 
ing the young King with an immense popularity in the army. 
Being also connected by marriage with the reigning family of 
Austria, on the abdication of his father, Victor Emmanuel stood 
in a very different relation to the hostile power arrayed against 
his country. This was immediately recognised by the Aus- 
trian general, Radetsky, and led to an armistice honourable 
alike to the victor and the vanquished, as it saved Piedmont 
from the dishonour of seeing a foreign enemy dictating terms 
of peace in its own, capital, ‘lurin.

While some of the subjects of the newly-crowned Harold are 
looking upon him seated on his throne, and are expressing 
their loyalty and joy by shouting, or perhaps paying him 
homage, others are seen, with their backs turned towards the 
former, gazing at a star or comet, which is depicted in the 
upper border, darting its rays, and having a long radiated tail. 
One man in front of the rest is turning round and directing the 
attention of the others towards it. The inscription over them, 

iven without the contractions, is, ‘* Isti mirantur stellam’’— 
hese are wondering at the star. 

This comet is mentioned by ali the historians of the period, 
though they differ as to the length of time during which it 
continued visible: some assigning seven, others fourteen, and 
others thirty, days. All looked upon it as a messenger of 
evil tidings, and as foreboding some great change. Matthew 
of Westminster speaks of the subversion of the kingdom, and 
great effusion of blood, as being foretold by the appearance of a 
vast blood-red and tailed comet, whilst Ingulphus has hitched 
it into a monkish rhyme :— 

‘Amo millesimo sexageno quoque seno, 
Anglorum mete flammas sensere comet.” 

At the time when the Tapestry was exhibited at Paris, by 
order of Bonaparte, a comet also appeared. This was instantly 
noticed by that wily soldier as confirmatory of his hopes of the 
conquest of England. 

Harold is next seen seated on his throne, crowned, and with 
a lance in his hand, on which he is resting. The weapon may 
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probably denote that he was arming for a conflict. A mes- 

senger is standing by relating some news, to whom Harold is 

paying great attention. Over his head is the simple inscrip- 

tion of his name. As the lower border is filled with small 

vessels, M. Lancelot conjectures that the messenger is con- 

veying the news to Harold of the invasion of his brother 
ostig. 

No sooner had the latter, who had always considered Harold 
as his rival, heard of the death of Edward, and of his brother’s 
accession, than he instantly determined to drive him from the 
throne. Supported by William, who had supplied him with 
forces, Tostig ravaged the Isle of Wight and the neighbour- 
hood of Sandwich. Learning that Harold was assembling an 
army on the southern coast, he instantly left that part, and 
hastened northwards to Lincolnshire, where he did great harm. 
Quitting this, he repaired to the court of Malcolm, King of 
Scotland, in whose dominions he continued till the end of the 
summer season, when the fleet of Harfager, King of Norway, 
sailed up the Tyne. There is no doubt but that this inva- 
sion was at the instigation of Tostig, who had before in vain 
attempted to persuade Sweyne, King of Denmark, to join 
him in the enterprise. The fleet was exceedingly formidable. 
After touching at the Shetland Isles and the Orkneys it coasted 
along the coast of Cleveland, when the inhabitants were obliged 
to yield to the invaders. Scarborough, after a short but 
unavailing defence, was compelled to surrender. The fleet, 
joined by whatever vessels Tostig could procure, then entered 
the Humber, and landed their forces within a short distance of 
York. Edwin and Morcar, the generals of Harold, were 
defeated with great slaughter, and Harfager took every possible 
step to procure the title of King both for himself and Tostig.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION AND 
DRESS. 

No very striking novelty, beyond those we have already 
recorded, has resulted from the preparations made for the pro- 
menades at Longchamps. A change in the style of dress is the 
natural consequence of the transition from one season to 
another, and, on the approach of spring, there is usually greater 
variety than at any other period of the year. It is probable, 
however, that the novelties of the present season may be found 
to consist rather of varieties of pattern and style than in new 
textures. It may be mentioned that printed muslins are likely 
to enjoy some share of favour during the ensuing summer. 

The dresses worn at Longchamps were generally of bright 
tints. Plain and glacé silk, poult de soie, pekin, and poplin 
were the favourite materials. Many silk dresses were trimmed 
with several narrow pinked flounces. Mantelets were generally 
of the same material as the dress; but there were also many 
of black silk, with frills of the same, the frills being edged 
with lace. F 

We here subjoin a description of a few of the dresses worn 
at Longchamps :— +s. 

1. High dress of poult de scie, checked white and 
lilac. ‘The dress had a front trimming, consisting of a full 
ruche of the same material, extending to the top of the corsage, 
Sleeves fitting tightly to the arms. Small cambric collar, and 
under-sleeves of the same, edged with lace. A long cachmere 
shawl, the ground orange, with a deep border.

- THE MURDER IN BLACKFRIARS-ROAD. 

At the Central Criminal Court, William Bailey was indicted for the 
wilful murder of Henry Lamball, by stabbing tim in the heart with a knife. 
Mr. W. Cooper defended the prisoner. The circumstances of this case have 
been fully reported, and it will, therefore, be unnecessary to repeat them. 
The jury found the prisoner Guilty of manslaughter, and he was sentenced to 
be transported for life, 


ASSAULTING A DAUGHTER. 

At the Mansion-hou-e, a man named Fawcett was charged with having 
most dangerously assaulted his daughter, who appeared to be about 18 years 
of age. ‘Che poor girl had not been able to move from the hospital, to 
which she was conveyed on the 25th of March, until Saturday last, and two 
attendants were obliged to wait upon her.—The girl, who reluctantly 
appeared against her father, stated that he suddenly rose between twelve 
and one o’clock in the morning from the bed in which he had lain down, 
dressed, and ran after her mother for the purpose of beating her. The 
mother escaped, but the witness unfortunately happened io be in the way, 
and he kicked her furiously on the hip. She had, in consequence of his 
desperate violence, lost the use of her legs, and been subject to frequent 
fainting fits, and, for a considerable time, her life was believed to be in 
danger. He had struck her mother upon a former occasion, and she 
attributed the attack to the influence of strong liquors.—The prisoner, in 
answer to the Lord Mayor, said it appeared to him to be nothing buta 
dream, when he was told that he kicked his daughter. He had no idea of 
such a thing at all, and he deeply regretted it——The Lord Mayor said the 
case was too serious a one to be passed over, or decided upon by a magistrate, 
and ordered the defendant to be bound over to attend the next sessions to 
answer the complaint. 


POOR-LAW MERCIES AGAIN! 

At the Mansion-house, eight poor women, most of whom were somewhat 
advanced in years, were brought before the Lord Mayor by W illiam Bunting, 
632, of the City police, under the following circumstances :—The policeman 
stated that he had no charge whatever against the poor women, whose 
conduct, on the contrary, was altogether blameless; but he considered it to 
be his duty to represent their condition to the Lord Mayor, as they appeared 
to be destitute, although they had resorted to the legitimate means of 
obtaining relief. On Saturday night, between nine and ten o’clock, he found 
them all in the immediate neighbourhood of the East London Union, in 
Dunning’s-alley, Bishopsgate, and, upon questioning them as to their business 
in the place, he was informed by them that, although they had orders of 
admission signed by Mr. Roberts, they could neither obtain lodging in the 
house nor assistance of any kind, and they did not know what on earth to 
do, cold and hungry as they were, and ignorant of other resources. He 
then applied at the house, and the official person at the door, in answer to 
his demand why the women were not admitted, presented him with the 
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doctor’s certificate as to the number of persons the building was capable of 
accommodating, and stated that every vacancy was filled up. The only 
course he could pursue upon bearing the refusal was to take the applicants 
to the station-house, where they were sheltered, and showed by their conduct 
that they deserved to be protected.—The Lord Mayor: They neither threatened 
to do mischief nor acted boisterously ?—The pohceman: Not at all. They 
conducted themselves with the greatest propriety, and were grateful for the 
treatment they received at the station-house.—The Lord Mayor immediately 
directed that the person who had refused to obey the orders of the relieving 
officer should be summoned before him, and in about half an hour Mr. 
Edwards attended, and in every respect confirmed the account given by 
the policeman. He added, that he believed the applicants to be casuals, 
and that he had relieved most of them (for he knew their faces well) before 
on former occasions.—The Lord Mayor: But you did not relieve them upon 
this occasion.—Official: The house was quite full, and I could do nothing 
but send them back to thé relieving officer with that information. They 
might have gone back to him and told him that fact, which put it altogether 
out of my power to receive them.—The Lord Mayor: And did you give them 
no money !—Offieial: No, my lord; 1 am not authorized.—The Lord Mayor: 
Nor bread ?—Official: None. They got nothing.—The Lord Mayor: Now 
this is a course which cannot be tolerated towards the poor. Itis quite 
evident that these poor women are not impostors. They appear to me, 
judging from their conduct here as well as from the description given of 
them by this humane and intelligent policeman, to have the substantial 
claim of persons without the means of satisfying their immediate necessities, 
and without the least inclination to offend in their mode of asking assistance; 
and yet they are refused even a morsel of bread. Now, the officers of the 
unions come to me to claim protection when they are ill treated and abused 
by the refractory paupers, and upon all occasions I render them all the 
assistance I can as a magistrate; but how can I continue to interfere for the 
safety of persons in such authority if they abuse that authority by neglecting 
the legal applications of such people as are now before me? If the breaking 
of windows had followed such a denial, surely there would be no matter for 
wonder, and not much for punishment, Under all the circumstances I still 
consider it to be an essential part of my duty to represent the facts to the 
Poor-law Commissioners. I must say that the answer given upon this 
occasion, that there was no room, is no answer at all. Itis the duty of the 
guardians to provide an asylum,—Official: The closing of the asylum in 
Glasshouse-yard is, my lord, the cause of the difficulty, to the best of my 
belief.—The Lord Mayor: I hope the case is an isolated one,—Official: It 
is, as regards our union. It is admitted upon all hands, that our treatment 
of the poor is most exemplary.—The Lord Mayor: You must not repeat this 
conduct, or you will get a very different sort of distinction, The power of 
the magistrate in matters relating to the poor is now so restricted, that we 
must rather join acomplaint than attempt to adjudicate on matters touching 
the interests of our less fortunate fellow-creatures. I shall, as I said before, 
represent these circumstances to the Poor-law Commissioners, In the 
meantime let proper care be taken of these poor people.—The women, who 
seemed to be very grateful to his lordship, were then supplied with bread 
and meat in the room below stairs, after which they were received into 
the union, 
THE ROBBERY AT THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 

At Bow-street, Z'imoleon Vlasto, the young Greek who stands charged 
with stealing a quantity of coins and medals from the British Museum, was 
brought before Mr, Jardine for re-examination. Sir Henry [llis, the prin- 
cipal librarian, and General Fox, from whose collection a number of coins, 
of considerable value, has also been stolen, were inattendance on the bench, 
General Fox was bound over to prosecute. 


FALSE CHARACTERS. 

At Marlborough-street, Jane Evans, with a number of aliases, who has for 
a long time supported herself in a very genteel style by giving false characters 
to male and female domestics, was brought before Mr. Hardwick, charged 
with having given false characters to a man and woman named Keeling, in 
order to get them into the service of Dr. Toynbee, of Argyll-place.—Mrs. 
Toynbee proved that, being in want of a footman and housemaid, two persons 
named Keeling, man and wife, appeared for the situations. They referred 
toalady named Kent, with whom they said they had lived for some time. 
Witness called at the address given by the Keelings, where Mrs. Kent was 
to be seen, and she saw the prisoner, who answered to the name of Kent, 
and who gave both prisoners an excellent character. Witness believed the 
representations of the assumed Mrs. Kent, and engaged the prisoners; but 
circumstances fortunately transpired, before they came into her house, which 
indnced an inquiry, and led to the apprehension of the prisoner.—The 
prisoner, in defence, denied that she was the person who had seen Mrs. 
‘Loynbee. She said there was a woman going about personating her, who 
was in the habit of giving false characters to servants, and who had by this 
means obtained situations for numbers of both sexes as servants in the 
families of noblemen and gentlemen, and this had no doubt led Mrs. Toynbee 
into the present mistake.— Mrs. Toynbee said she was positive of the identity 
of the prisoner. The prisoner’s appearance was too remarkable to allow of 
a mistake. The reference she received from the Keelings was to Mrs. Kent, 
of Upton, near Reading, whose town residence was said to be in ‘Taunton- 
place, Regent’s-park.—The prisoner again denied that she was the person 
who had given the characters to the Keelings, which had induced Mrs. 
Toynbee to engage them.—The prisoner was ordered to be brought forward 


again. 
‘. THE EXTRAORDINARY CASE OF SHOPLIFTING. 

At Richmond, Miss Lydia Dixon, a teacher of music, and the daughter of 
an eminent solicitor now deceased, who stood charged with stealing property 
of all descriptions from tradesmen at Richmond, was brought up for re- 
examination. The hall was crowded to excess. Two letters had been 
received by the bench:—one from Mr. Betts, a surgeon at Hammersmith, 
who stated that he had been frequently in the company of Miss Dixon, and 
had always considered her conduct strange and eccentric, and had also 
attended her for brain fever for seven weeks. The other was from Mr. R. 
‘Tapstell, of the Lower Deptford-road, Rotherhithe, expressing his conviction 
that she has been of an unsound state of mind furaJengthened period, her 
brain being affected through her long illness, and requesting the magistrates 
not to commit her for trial until they had satistied themselves as to the state 
of her mind.—Inspector Beard informed the bench that he had, since the 
remand, found another lodging the prisoner had occupied at Hammersmith, 
where a quantity of fresh property had been found —Several fresh cases were 
then gone into, and after a lengthened examination the prisoner was again 
remanded. ‘The property found at the two residences of the prisoner, at 
Richmond and Hammersmith, is of the following description :—Cards of lace 
and fringe, rolls of silk, satin and satinets, poplins, muslin de laines, cash- 
mere and cottons for dresses, black satin shawls, woollen plaid, cashmere, 
Paisley, boas, victorines and muffs, fifty rolls of valuable ribbons, parasols, 
bonnets, gloves, stockings, thirty pairs of women’s boots and shoes, pieces 
of flannel, calico, linen, umbrellas, parasols, hair combs and brushes, a great 
number of wigs and fronts, lace shawls, veils and falls, cap fronts, artirticial 
flowers, and a vast number of other things, sufficient to stock a bazaar, and 
nearly all of which will be identified, the prisoner not having attempted to 
remove the private mark. 


MARKETS, 


Monzy Marxket,—On Wednesday the English Funds exhibited very 
little animation at the opening of the market. Consols opened at the closing 
prices of Tuesday, were done as low as 91% for the account, and 91$ for 
money, but towards the close of the day more confidence was manifested, and 
they advanced to 923 to 4, both for money and the account. There was a 
very limited business done in shares, and with scarcely any alteration in 
prices. On Thursday Consols for money and account left off at 913 92.
